crowds ever assembled within the inclosure of the 
Southern Maryland Agricultural Association course 
witnessed the hollow victory of R. T. Wilson Jr’s. 
Yellow Hand, in the Prince George Handicap, at 
one mile and seventy yards, the inaugural feature 
of the final meeting of the year in Maryland. The 
wiuner was waited with in the early running, 
moved up rapidly rounding the far turn and drew 
uwuy with u dazzling display of speed, to win as 
far as his rider wished. Rubidium kept close up 
throughout and gamely outstayed Recount for sec- 
ond place. The latter gained much ground in the 
last eighth 

Improved transportation facilities enabled race- 
goers to reach Prince George Park without the in- 
conveniences formerly encountered in a trip to the 
Bowie track. This, together with ideal weather 
and a splendid racing program, brought out the 
largest gathering in the history of the course. 

Fourteen two-year-olds responded to the bugle 
call in the opening dash, anil those who cast their 
lot with the field profited handsomely, when Tan 
Son got ttp in the final strides to beat the favorite 
ltuatlar by a head. The latter wus much best, 
bill for having the worst of a rough race would 
probably have won easily. 

J. W. McClelland's Bon Homme, heavily backed 
favorite in the Capital City Purse, never left the 
reHUlt of the race in doubt for a moment, rushing 
into a sufe lead with the rise of the barrier and 
easily maintained it all the way, despite the best 
efforts of Billy McLaughlin and Polythia to over- 
take him. 

The ever popular Tippity Witchet galloped home 
an easy victor in the six and a half furlongs race, 
for horses of all ages, running away from Wyoming 
and Jaddu, which finished second and third respect- 
ively.

came by Bunds of Pleasure. The race was a closely 
run affair all the way, with Legal the leader, 
accompanied by Minto II. and Travesty, but Pif 
Jr. at all times was in striking distance, timed his 
move with precision and when mildly urged drew 
out decisively and held the fast coming Bands of 
Pleasure safe through the last sixteenth. The race 
wus marred by a mishap to Beaverklll, that racer 
dislocating his stifle immediately after the start 
and his rider dismounted. The winner’s portion of 
the parse amounted to $5,020 net. 

It was a great tribute to the sport and the 
management here that such an immense throng 
should visit the racing this afternoon, for the 
extreme cold caused every one present to suffer 
severely. 

The Golden Rod Stakes for two-year-olds, also 
with $5,000 added and worth $6,120 net to the 
winner, held equal interest with the longer 
dash and it brought to the post some good 
juveniles, with victory going to J. N. Camden's 
Rangoon. The colt raced in his best style under 
the able riding he received from Lyke and the 
finish found him more than a length in advance 
of White Star, with Sir Thomas Kean in third 
place. The speedy Miss Muffins showed the way 
at a good pace for the first five-eighths, but after- 
ward she faded away badly. Coyne, which had 
been a double winner in his two previous races, ran 
disappointingly and retired in the stretch. 

E. R. Bradley’s two-year-old Believe Idle Hour 
was put to a severe test in the seven-eighths handi- 
cap, in which she was opposed by an all-aged band. 
She was heHten. but »-er performance reflected great 
credit and stamps her as a high-class filly. After 
leading for practically the entire way at a stiff 
pace, she succumbed to Kinburn, a recipient of 
thirty-one pounds’ weight concession from her un- 
der the scale. Captain Mac, to which she was 
giving a chunk of weight, landed in third place, 
with such fast ones as Minute Man, The Boy and 
I'anaman following. 

The followers of favorites began in auspicious 
style when Lloyd Gentry’s Ground-Swell won easily 
in the opener, with Serbian following her at the 
finish.

Jockey Club and Maryland Racing Commission 
to Meet and Discuss Shilling Case. 



NEW YORK, N. Y„ November 13.— There will 
be no turf war over the reinstatement in Maryland 
of Carroll Shilling. Instead, the Maryland Racing 
Commission’s action over the case will lead to a 
conference between the commission and the Jockey 
Club, and probably a better understanding between 
the two bodies in future. During the conference, 
probably here early next week, some of the details 
of the misunderstanding are likely to be uncovered.

Fatherland Stud Over 100 
Years Old Still Nursery 
of Thoroughbred

NATCHEZ, Miss.. November 13. — In the ante 
helium days no city in the United States sur- 
passed Natchez for its population in the devoted 
interest displayed by its leading citizens in the 
sport of horse racing. Those were the days of the 
Pharsalia course, famous for the excellence of the 
sport seen over it, particularly in races at two and 
four-mile heats, which were notable for the bitter 
manner in which they were fought between horses 
owned by members of the Surget, Bingnmnn and 
Minor families, which were closely related by 
tics of blood and marriage. 

Tlie Pharsalia antedated the Metairie course at 
New Orleans and it was the meeting place of the 
sportsmen of the South long before Lexington 
and Lecompte had their memorable duel over the 
Louisiana proving grounds which lias long been a 
cemetery. That was tlie period when General 
Wells and Duncan F. Kennor delighted in crossing 
the Mississippi River front Louisiana to give battle 
to their fellow sportsmen of that date. Prizes were 
liberal for these tests and there were always tro- 
phies of tlie greatest beauty in addition to the 
money award. 

A number of these are now in the possession of 
the Surget. McKIttrick and Minor families today, 
but one of the most beautiful, imported from Eng- 
land, occupies a place of honor oil the side- 
board of Samuel C. Hildreth of New York, who 
won it when Uncle captured the Triumph Stakes at 
Brighton Beach some years ago. Most of these 
souvenirs of sports, when the joy of victory was a 
greater solace than the money award, were buried 
during the Civil War and they are now regarded 
as priceless for their memories and associations. 

The Pharsalia is now n plantation on tlie out- 
skirts of Die town and there are no indications 
that it even echoes to tlie hoof beats of some of 
the stoutest and fleetest thoroughbreds this country 
has ever known, or that it was the gathering place 
of the arisoerats of all the southern country in 
the days when the Mississippi was the leading 
artery of travel between the North and the South 
and the steamers were veritable floating palaces. 
Much of the glories of Natchez has departed, but 
it still has many fine old homes, mauy of them 
on the bluff commanding a view of the broad 
river for many miles. 

HAJ. T. J. CARSON LOCATED THERE. 

There is some of the Old time sporting spirit 
alive still, which augurs well for the future of the 
thoroughbred in tlie South. For example, they are 
Still breeding thoroughbreds at the Fatherland Stud. 
Major Thomas 4. Carson, who now lives near 
here, is authority for the statement that tlie Father- 
land Js tlie eldest breeding institution of its kind 
in the Union that has remained continuously in the 
]wssess!on of one family as a nursery of thorough-, 
breds for more than u hundred years. This stud 
was originally established by Adam L. Bingamau, 
who was succeeded by his cousin, James Surget. 
James Surget. the sou of that same James died 
recently, at the age of 84, and the breeding inter- 
ests of Fatherland have been assumed by his 
daughter Carlotta, now Mrs. David L. McKittrick, 
who lias bought the Roek Sand Stallion Fern Raeli 
from the Nufsery Stud, and will mate him with 
daughters of Cameron, by Meddler, dam imported 
Annet Lyle, by Barcaldine, and G. W. Johnson, by 
Iroquois— Brunette, by Bonnie Scotland. 

Mr. Snrget’s early love was the chestnut horse 
Rataplan, a noted distance runner in the eighties, 
which he bought from the estate of Commodore 
Kitson of St. Paul.

For many years Peter Wimrner trained the horses 
of James Surget and had more than an ordinary 
run of success with them. In his later years lie, 
however, raced none of the horses he bred and at 
the time of his death there were fourteen stallions 
at Fatherland and his second establishment at 
Cherry Grove. 

Mrs. McKittrick. wishing to reduce the stud, has 
deposit of a number of tlie stallions and mares.

Favored by pleasing weather conditions and with the foremost racing establishments of tlie East 
flying their colors at Laurel Park, the October meeting of the Maryland State Fair was, in every re- 
spect, the big success everyone expected it to be. During tlie twenty-six days of racing the imposing 
total of $337,234 was distributed in stakes and purses, the daily average distribution amounting to $12,- 
971. Nine richly -endowed stake races brought into conflict the stars of the respective divisions, while 
large and well-matelied fields of good handicap horses and platers of no mean ability fought for tlie 
generous overnight purses offered. Steeplechasing was given a prominent place on tlie program, a race 
through the field being provided every day, in addition to three stake features exclusively for the jump- 
ers. Great crowds came to see the racing and tlie speculatively inclined found keen enjoyment in the 
battle against the “iron men,” with the results, on the whole, entirely satisfactory to the public.

TWO MILLION MUTUELS ON SIX RACES 



Betting on the French courses this year has been 
prodigious. The Paris correspondent of the London 
Sportsman states that Sundny, October 24, the 
Longcliamps course wound up its 1920 season before 
a huge crowd and phenomenal speculation. He 
writes: “Whatever decrease there exists in- the 

value of the franc there is certainly no lack of 
French money for betting purposes. During the 
whole proceedings there was an endless stream of 
banknotes pouring Into the mutuel booths, and the 
aggregate of the transactions on the six races was 
little short of $2,000,000. The Societe d’Eneournge- 
ment have had by far the most successful year 
known since the world -famed race course was opened 
by King Jerome, representing Emperor Napoleon, in 
1857. That interesting ceremony, by the way, took 
place on a dull day in the presence of a great 
crowd, as crowds were reckoned in those days. The 
gate receipts totaled $4,000. What would the 
officials of that period have thought of the present- 
day figures?
